They are middlemen. 
They are 
the capitalists who stand between the owner, from whom they rent a hun­ 
dred farms, and the tenants to whom they sublet. 
Few of them have ever 
turned a furrow. 
The farmer-general is an intermediary parasite. 
At. this point in the agricultural hierarchy, comes the man who cultivates 
his fields. 
The largest class is made up of those who rent their farm s—as in 
England— from some great landowner; if the lease be long and the terms be 
good he fares not ill. 
He owns his stock and implements. 
Usually he is 
■well-to-do. 
He employs a dozen men, laborers, shepherds. 
More and more 
he is becoming the type of the French farmer, for the small owner— he who 
plowed his own acres— is giving way before the universal tendency toward 
concentration; even so the little shopkeeper is being destroyed by the all- 
absorbing department store. 
Twice a year he pays' his rent; probably he 
rents his farm on a lease of three, six and nine years. 
He is master in his 
domain. 
He may sell, buy, sow and garner as he will. 
Perhaps his greatest 
diffieuRy is in procuring laborers, for the young men go to the cities, to the 
factories; so he works from dawn to dusk and with hite in the field his women 
work. 
Ivower in fhe scale is the fanner who works his land on shares, receiv­ 
ing one-half of the product. 
His farming is done under the direction of the 
owner or farmer-general. 
This la the method in vogue at Ferrierefi, the great 
estate of the Baron Rothsrhild in the Seine-et-Marne. 
Usually but a small 
farm is allotted to the “ half-share« man.” 
In reality he is the serf of the new 
regime, for financial feudality has preserved many of the old servitudes of 
the soil. 
In the first place he may at any time be called away to work in 
the owner’s fields. 
He must make all repairs. 
He must dig trenches, wher­ 
ever the owner sees fit. 
He must supply all the straw and hay the owner 
requires and send to his kitohen eggs and butter and vegetables in season. 
Tie must allow' all or any of the owner’s laborers to cook their food in his 
kitchen, whenever such laborers are employed nearby. 
And lastly, if the 
owner finds the wrork ill-done, he may hire outside laborers and send them 
Into the fields, fo r which the “ half-shares man” must pay.— The Outing Maga­ 
zine.

aim to give relief to a worthy portion of every community— 
the head waiters of New York, in the approved Tam m any phrase, 
personal 
knowledge of those who, through no fault or only 
partial fault of their own, are physically unfit to compete with 
the strong and sturdy in the open labor marts, although eagerly 
willing to work. 
They cannot enter fully in that competition 
which is often so close that the margin of living is at best a narrow one, 
Of­ 
ten these partially-disabled folk are of an intelligence above the average; and 
many of them have received an education and training which would make theii 
services of value, could they secure suitable opportunities. 
For a large proportion of these unfortunates, the solution is small fann­ 
ing and kindred o ccu p atio n s. Every month such people come under my obser­ 
vation, and 1 always strongly recommend this form of work for them*. 
As 
a rule, the results are most gratifying, and not seldom the patient is com­ 
pletely cured. 
There are, of course, practical difficulties which must he overcome, for 
even "three acres and liberty” involve some capital, which these poor incom­ 
petents do not always possess. 
How can they avail themselves of these glori­ 
ous opportunities? 
It is a healthful and ennobling form of life to till the 
soil and bring forth flowers, fruits and vegetables; and while farming on a 
large scale would Like more strength than these half-disabled folk possess, 
on a small scale the work is comparatively easy. 
Chickens and squabs are 
not hard to raise, and there is always a good sale for them, as well as for 
eggs. 
Money can also be made by breeding fine dogs or Persian and Angora 
cats. 
Surely the kind hearted capitalist can find no better use for the money 
he wishes to expend in philanthropic enterprises than to provide places of this 
kind, with the necessary houses and tools, and sell or rent them to that piti­ 
ful moiety of the community who are underdeveloped, neurasthenic, exhaust 
ed by exacting or unwholesome labor or partially disabled by diseases of the 
nerves, or, last but most numerous and oftentimes the most worthy of all, 
the wage-earners who are known as “ tubercular suspects.” 
Doubtless many plans for disbursement have already been devised by 
the trustee« of the Russel Sage fund, the avowed purpose of which is to re­ 
duce i>overty and ignorance. 
If they desire suggestions, here is one which I 
believe to be adapted to meet some urgent cases.— Lippincott’s.

The shipment of ponies 
is consigned to Long Island, W est­ 
chester County and Brookline, Mass,, 
places where the polo playing con­

reside. 
A fter 
reaching the 
East the ponies usually sell readily. 
There is always a brisk demand for 
this class of horses. 
One Westerner 
recently sold three carloads in three 
days and then returned home w’ith 
$20,000 in his pocket.

oughbreds, capable of carry weight 
and with the endurance to gallop at 
top speed on a slow field.

American 
poloists

must owe a great deal to the 
new ly opened 
territories,

great agricultural States of Minnesota 
and 
Illinois fell considerably below 
it. 
W ith the most fertile land in 
the 
world, says the (’raftsman, 
we are 
producing much less than other peo­ 
ples 
extract 
from 
lands of 
poorer 
quality and 
longer 
subjection 
to 
tilth. 
During the 
ten 
years 
ending 
with 
1906 
wo 
raised 
thirteen 
and 
five-tenths bushels 
of wheat to 
the 
acre. 
In Austria 
and 
Hungary the 
average was seventeen bushels; 
in 
France 
it 
was nineteen and 
eight- 
tenths; 
in Germany, 
twenty-seven 
and 
six-tenths; 
and 
in 
the United 
Kingdom, 
thirty-two 
and 
two-tenths 
bushels. 
The figures for barley, oats 
and other crops show’ the same con­ 
trast. 
As an illustration of what can be 
done here under intensive farming, 
it may be stated that 
in 
Yellow­ 
stone county, Montana the following 
yields an acre have

more bountiful year by year, our agri­ 
cultural acres are 
deteriorating 
so 
fast that the owner 
derives 
from 
them an annual income equal to no 
more than what would be a moderate 
rental if they were in ordinary con 
dition and properly cultivated.

dem onstrated 
ex traord inary 
wisdom in the public service, has an 
abounding faith in the right develop­ 
ment of present national policies, and 
inspires confidence as to his judgm ent 
as well as his purpose. 
Mr. T a ft may be counted upon to do 
something m ore than he prom ises to 
d o; Mr. B ry an could not possibly ac­ 
complish all that he has pledged him ­ 
self to do. 
As for Mr. T a ft’s q ualifications and 
purposes surely President 
Roosevelt, 
who has been 
Intim ately 
associated 
w ith him in the adm inistration of na ­ 
tional affairs, is a better Juc’ge than 
Mr. Bry an, who is a not disinterested 
critic.— K ansas Citv Times.

The saviors of men come ever as 
tender babes, says a baby lover, ami 
there is no child ever born, in palace 
or hut, but carries with it the divine 
possibility of becoming a rescuer of its 
race. “You may be Christ or Shakes­ 
peare, little child, a savior or a sun to 
the lost world.’’ says one child wor­ 
shiper. 
The womler ami mystery of a fresh 
young soul with all its infinite and im­ 
mortal [Kissibilities peeerlng out of that 
tiny bundle of flesh may well make wor­ 
shiping magic bow iiefore every cradle 
of infancy. 
Forever, 
too. 
it is the 
children’s crusade that moves in white 
and mystic procession on the pilgrim­ 
age to the holy sepulcher, the capture 
of the Holy City. 
Older 
feet 
have 
wearied of the march. 
“Age. aching 
hands,” have dropped the sacred ban­ 
ner, but ever in zestful joy the white 
army of childhood gathers it up and 
moves in shining garments toward the 
Savior’s tomb, the hallowed city. “Lite 
erty bless you and keep you to be as 
you are,” is the prayer that more than 
the poet might offer for the child's fu 
<A.ure, yet about the last one tlmt soeiety 
allows. 
Hence the world’s loss. 
Savages 
to 
restrain, 
rather than 
“slips of God” to foster, is a view that 
even sociologists encourage in the treat­ 
ment of the child, 
Even a compromise 
between the two often leaves the case 
as one bright victim of our"educational 
systems declared it when, to ids teach­ 
er's question, “Johnny, what is a hypo­ 
crite?” he replied, “A boy wot comes 
to school with a smile 011 his face.” 
Out of one of State schools for depend­ 
ent children comes another picture of 
the boy with a smile 011 his face. “Dear 
papa,” wrote this exploiter of happy 
childhood, “we children are having a 
good time here now. 
Mr. Sager broke 
his leg and c a n ’t work. 
Many children 
here are sick with the mumps, 
1 lie 
man that is digging 
the 
deep 
well 
whipjied us boys with a buggy whip 
because we dropped sand in bis ma­ 
chine and made black and blue marks 


011 us. 
Ernest cut bis linger badly. We 
are all very happy.” 
The irrepressible spirits of childhood 
stand many a strain that cruel fate im­ 
poses. yet the stories of puny lads of 
10 who kill themselves for a blow or 
heartless reproof show what a weight 
of heaviness is being brought to bear 
upon it. 
An Eastern writer recognizes 
this, in commenting upon a judge's ad­ 
vice to a father to try the old-fashioned 
remedy of the larch or strap for a re­ 
calcitrant youngster. 
He forgets, says 
the writer, that the boy of to-day is 
years and years older than tin* hoy of 
yesterday. 
The spirit of the man and 
not the child is the one to appeal to. 
and though this may be w c l, and al­ 
ways was, where discipline is concern­ 
ed, tln-rc is something woeful 
in 
it 
where a lost childhood goes with it. 
The 
famous Frenchman's comment 
“Alas there are no longer any chil­ 
dren.” is one of the saddest in history, 
and Brigadier I»amb is right in claim­ 
ing that the most pathetic feature of 
the high pressure and tension of mod­ 
ern life is that it takes hold of child­ 
hood and leaves us much as the French­ 
man said, without any children. 
Even 
priggishness among children— mere in­ 
fants of 3 <>r 4 years—is dolefully pre­ 
sented by the students of the times. 
And yet the author is right, too, who 
tells us that “only child hot si is eter­ 
nal,” 
the 
one 
haunting voice that 
breathes forever through “the wistful 
pong of humanity“ and babbles of green 
fields 
and 
1m>yhood 
days, when the 
weary man drops the last vestige of 
humanity. 
Whoever in lift* or song can best pre­ 
serve the childhood notes comes near­ 
est to finding the place “where joy re­ 
sides and giving it a voice past sing­ 
ing.“ 
The babe in tin* house may not be a 
well spring of pleasure to tin* landlord, 
hilt while poets and seers, to say noth­ 
ing of some parents, can turn him to 
such good account. it is to be hoped 
that neither man nor germs, fashions 
nor divorce courtf, will quite banish 
him from our midst.

end of summer, a host of travelers is 
making its way south: a huge army, 
welcomed by tin* best and most discern­ 
ing folk of the sunny land, given fr«*c 
entertainment, 
untroubled 
with 
bag 
gage and time table. 
They are not 
millionaires, disporting themselves in 
private cars. 
They are much more im 
portent to the world's enjoyment; they 
are the life and beauty of forest and 
field. 
Everyone is sorry to see them 
go, and sends a heartfelt farewell after 
them. 
Any night of this enily autumn, when 
we sit out under tlie open sky, we can 
hear twitterings from midair, fanning 
wings and confused calls from 
bird 
travelers hurrying past. 
If we would 
search the heavens with field glass 011 
a moonlit night we would find 
some

Muskogee, Okla., Oct. 26.—A state­ 
ment has been received here at the of­ 
fice of the commissioner of the five 
civilized tribes from the interior de 
partm ent at Washington with instruc 
tions to publish the same for the in­ 
formation of the Osage nation, directly 
concerned, and the five civilized tribes 
incidentally interested, and to take 
every necessary step to bring if to the 
notice of the individual Osage Indians. 
The statem ent is an answer to Gov 
ernor Haskell’s recent charges, for the 
information of the 
Indians of the 
Osage nation, and says: 
"Governor Haskell’s recent open let­ 
ter to the president charges that the 
president acted unfairly to the Osage 
Indians in the m atter of fixing the roy 
alty for the lease of their oil lands tc 
the Indian Territory Illuminating Oil 
company. 
Governor Haskell’s state­ 
ments are deliberate falsehoods; nor 
does he suggest possible remedy. 
As 
his disregard of truth is willful, nc 
reply will be made to him personally 
but President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Garfield are not willing that the Osage 
Indians should not know the truth 
about these matters, in order that they 
may not be deceived by Governor Has 
kell’s false statem ents. 
For this rea 
son they send to the Indians the truth 
about each of the charges he makes.’ 
The statem ent takes up Haskell’s 
charges in detail and analyzes them tc 
show their "deliberate untruth,” and 
concludes: 
“ Haskell attempts, by de­ 
liberate and reiterated falsehood, tc 
give the false impression that he is 
championing the interests of the In 
dians. 
The department knows of one 
m atter in which he has shown a prac 
tical interest in Indian affairs, and 
this was when he procured plots ol 
valuable townsite lands from the In 
dians. the methods of which procure­ 
ment atv declared to he fraudulent in 
suits filed against him and now pend 
ing in courts to recover for the In 
dians the land which he has thus pro­ 
cured."
